On Friday afternoon last light 
hail was reported north-east of 
Vulcan, starting from a point a- 
bout four miles north of town and 
extending north-east for about 5 
miles in a strip a mile wide. Dam¬ 
age was fairly light, being about 
ten percent in the hardest hit 
spots, and the hail was accompan¬ 
ied by heavy rain. 

A wicked-looking storm that ap¬ 
peared Sunday afternoon had ev¬ 
ery indication of a hail storm but 
contented itself with loosing min¬ 
iature cloudbursts over the dis¬ 
trict and there .was no hail 
damage. 

On Monday, clear hlue skies 
and hot weather put in a belated 
but welcome appearance. The 
weather remained clear and hot 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Harvesting of fall rye and win¬ 
ter wheat is well under way but 
two or three weeks of hot, dry 
weather is needed to bring the 
heavy crops of spring wheat to 
maturity.,

Rev. Peter Dawson of Champ¬ 
ion, Social Credit M.L.A. since 
1935 and Speaker of the House in 
the Legislative Assembly since 
1937, was re-elected as member 
for Little Bow-eenstituency In the 
provincial election on Tuesday, 
August 17. When the final count 
from all 43 polls in this constit¬ 
uency was made. Mr. Dawson had 
received a total of 1845 first 
choice votes. 

Dr. G. M. Carson, retired Vulcan 
physician and Independent candi¬ 
date, made a stfong bid for elec¬ 
tion in his first entry into the 
provincial political field and re¬ 
ceived 1096 first choice votes. 

. J. P. Griffin of McLeod, C.C.F. 
organizer, was . the C.C.F. stand¬ 
ard-bearer in Little Bow constit¬ 
uency and received 415 first choice 
votes. ■ . 

With Mr. Dawson receiving a 
clear majority of 334 votes over 
the combined Independent and C. 
C.F. vote, it was not necessary to 
make use of the second choices on 
tlie ballots. There was a high per¬ 
centage of spoiled ballots, as com¬ 
pared to previous elections, with 
an estimated five percent of bal¬ 
lots being rejected. 

The Social Credit candidate 
headed the poll in 33 of the 43 
polling divisions. Dr. Carson led 
at Vulcan, BowValley, Sherwood, 
Lomond, Alston, Reid Hill, Red 
Cross, Milo and Buffalo Hills. C. 
C.F. led at one poll, Berrywater. 

At the advance poll held at Vul¬ 
can Rev. Dawson received 17 votes 
and Dr. Carson 12.

The reduction in the provincial 
debt has only beeli possible be¬ 
cause of various grants made by 
the Dominion Government, said 
the speaker. While Alberta's pop¬ 
ulation has increased 12 %% the 
cost of government in the pro¬ 
vince has gone up 285%.

NQR. G. M. CARSON TALKS 
TO LARGE AUDIENCE 
Dr. G. M. Carson, Independent 
candidate in the August 17 pro¬ 
vincial election, addressed a crowd 
of about 150 persons in the I.O.- 
O.F. hajl Monday evening. 

He stressed the importance of 
maintaining a democratic system 
of government and advocated the 
two-party system as the best way 
of assuring that the government 
in power represented a majority 
of the people. 

Stressing the dangers of the 
state enterprise system advocated 
by the C.C.F. party, he asserted 
that the most prosperous count¬ 
ries in the world were those wh4re 
private enterprise was encouraged, 
and it was the private enterprise 
system tha8 made these countries 
prosperous. The United States, a 
private enterprise country, was 
paying over 50% of the cost Of 
the United Nations. Canada, a 
private enterprise country of a- 
bout 12*4 millions population, was

the public debt, he said, where 
today only 14 cenbf out of each 
dollar is now paying the inter¬ 
est and the principal is being re¬ 
duced at a rate that will wipe out 
the public debt in 32 years. 

The C.C.F.. propaganda concern-' 
ing the ‘Alberta o i 1 industry 
is -a deliberate misrepresenta¬ 
tion of the truth, said the Premier. 
In the next four or five years 
the government intends to con¬ 
centrate on the development of 
the natural resources in the in¬ 
terests of the people of the pro¬ 
vince, and despite C.C.F. claims, 
the government has never sold or 
given title to any of the province's 
hatural resources to any indivi¬ 
dual or company. The government 
policy of lease agreement is bas¬ 
ed on three considerations (1) 
To enable rapid development of 
the resources. (2) To prevent any 
company or group of companies 
from gaining an oil monopoly. 
(3) To guarantee the people of 
Alberta a fair share of the profit* 
of the oil industry. In respect to 
this last point the Premier said 
that the government has so far 
this year collected 2H millions in 
royalties and rentals from the oil 
companies. 

Oil companies now operating in 
Alberta are spending over one’ 
million dollars a montjh in explor¬ 
ation work, and this is only be¬ 
cause the government has encour¬ 
aged private enterprise In the de¬ 
velopment of the province’s oil 
and other natural resources. The 
C.C.F. government is finding out 
through experience that it is only 
through private enterprise that 
such development work can be 
carried out, for it would otherwise 
entail the risking of millions ' of 
dollars of public money. 

Discussing the plebiscite on rur¬ 
al electrification, Mr. Manning 
presented both sides of the picture 
but showed that the private com¬ 
panies were doing a satisfactory 
job in this respect compared with 
what has been accomplished by

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CANADA FULFILLS 
1941-48 WHEAT CONTRACT 
The terms of the Canada-United 
Kingdom wheat agreement for 
1947-48 were fully carried out, 
with the last transaction to com¬ 
plete the agreement concluded on 
July 27 between the Canadian 
Wheat Board and the United 
Kingdom Ministry of Food. Cana¬ 
da was able to carry out her side 
of the contract during a year 
when wheat supplies were limited, 
largely through the co-operation 
of producers in delivering wheat 
when it was needed, and the co¬ 
operation of all those engaged In 
the handling and transportation of 
wheat from country eStyMtors to 
seaboard. 


VULCAN AUDIENCE HEARS 
SOCIAL CREDIT SPEAKERS 

Thursday afternoon of last week 
about 150 persons gathered at the 
Vulcan Theatre to hear Hon. Er¬ 
nest "C. Manning. Premier of Al¬ 
berta, and Hon. Rev. Peter Daw¬ 
son, M.L.A. for Little Bow. Ed 
Root of Lomond acted as chair¬ 
man of the meeting. 

In, short talk that preceded the 
prenuer’s address, Mr. Dawson 
stated that the Independent and 
C.C.F; parties have criticized the 
present administration at Edmon¬ 
ton because they do not have any¬ 
thing else to' offer by way of im¬ 
provement. No other government, 
he stated, could have given the 
people better legislation than has 
the Social Credit government. He 
reviewed the Independent plat¬ 
form. maintaining that points that 
were feasible had already been 
implemented. 

The C.C.F.’s Socialist program 
was being backed by the Labor 
Progressive party as a means of 
"getting their foot in the door,” 
quoting Tim Buck in this latter 
phrase. 

Dealing with local problems, he 
said that the new No: 23 high¬ 
way is on it’s way, now being 
five miles north of Nobleford, If 
a local M.L.A. sits on the opposi¬ 
tion side of the legislative he can¬ 
not obtain the same concession for 
his constituency as can a member 
who is a government supporter, 
he said.

N.H.A. DESIGN-OF-THE-MONTH 


HOW TO SALVAGE 
OLD PAINT BRUSHES 

When a fanner starts to do a 
painting job around the' farm, as 
often as not he discovers that the 
old paint brush has developed a 
decided kink with hard turned-up 
bristles and is unworkable. 

To salvage stiff old brushes, 
soaking overnight, preferably in 
turpentine, is a well-known pre¬ 
liminary. Gasoline is also effective. 
After the old paint has been soft¬ 
ened, it should be scrapped off 
with a blunt knife or combed out 
with a steel comb or brush. If the 
first soaking tails to remove the 
paint, the process can be repeated. 
Shellac brushes should be cleaned 
with alcohol, and whitewash and 
calcimine brushes with water. 

After most of the accumulation 
has been removed, the brush 
should be scrubbed in warm water 
with a mild laundry soap—never 
with a strong soap. The excess 
water should be shaken out and 
the brush left to dry. The bristles 
should be straightened out with a 
scrub brush or comb before com¬ 
pletely dry, after which the brush 
should be wrapped—not too tight¬ 
ly—in heavy paper or cardboard 
to keep the bristles straight. If 
the brush is^ dipped in paint be¬ 
fore being fully dried, the mois¬ 
ture will make the brush soft and 
listless. 

When a brush is being used ev¬ 
ery day. it should be filled with 
paint, and wrapped overnight in 
several thicknesses of paper, or 
suspended in a can of water. If 
used intermittently, it may he 
suspended In raw linseed oil or 
kerosene. If stored in turpentine, 
the brush is likely to become hard. 
It should never be allowed to rest 
on the ends of the bristles for any 
length of time, because it will be¬ 
come warped and the flow of 
paint will be uneven. With a hole 
at the end of the handle, a brush 
may be suspended in the paint 
from a rod or stick across the 
edges of the can so that the brist¬ 
les do not touch the bottom. When 
put away for a period of time, the 
brush should be cleaned thor¬ 
oughly, dried, dried and stored 
with the bristles straight.

The Jordans Meeting House was 
built in 1683 and was one of the 
early gathering places for the 
Quakers or Society of Friends. 

The early Quakers were subject 
to a great deal of persecution and 
one ’of their greatest advocates in 
their time of trial and tribulation 
was William Penn who in 1681 
founded Pennsylvania. 

As might be expected the Meet¬ 
ing House is a plain and simple 
building both inside, and out, the 
exterior looking much like a most 
unassuming house. 

Just outside the front door are 
the graves of Wm. Penn, both his 


An Unjust Subsidy 


(Experimental Farms News) 

Substations are the outposts of 
the Experimental Farm and pro¬ 
vide a practical organization 
whereby cultural experiments, 
cropping plans, farm management 
and business studies can be made, 
says N. A. Korven, Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask. Substations are not demon¬ 
stration farms but are small scale 
experimental farms. There is a 
great variety of variety of soils 
and climates in Saskatchewan, and 
because of this, results at an Ex¬ 
perimental Station do not neces¬ 
sarily apply to the whole area. 
Hence, the substation plays its 
role as a testing ground. 

Before establishing a substation, 
a survey is made to ascertain the 
chief problems and the need for 
assistance. If the problems war¬ 
rant a substation, some suitable 
farm is selected and if approved 
by all concerned, a contract is 
drawn up. The operator agrees to 
do experimental work as outlined 
by the Experimental Farms and 
to keep the necessary records. 

Results of work conducted dur¬ 
ing the past few years are prov¬ 
ing of great value. The testing 
and distribution of Rescue wheat 
for saw fly control has been 
through the Substations. 

The practice of starting to sum- 
merfallow early in the spring in¬ 
stead of later, has shown better 
moisture'conservation on the sub¬ 
stations. A test on the relative 
yields of wheat, oats and barley 
has been conducted for many years 
now and the prominence of bar¬ 
ley as a supplementary cash crop 
is a result of this work. The ear¬ 
ly seeding of coarse grains con¬ 
sistently show higher yields than 
late spring seeding. The trash cov¬ 
er method to control soil drifting 
has been practised on the substa-

AUSTRALIA BANKS 
NOT CONSTITUTIONAL 
The high court of the Common¬ 
wealth of Australia on Wednesday, 
Aug. 11, ruled the government's 
proposed nationization of commer¬ 
cial banking unconstitutional. A- 
mong other things, the court held 
the legislation to be contrary to 
Section 92 of the Australian Con¬ 
stitution, which says that trade 
between the states shall be ab¬ 
solutely free. 

Commenting on the judgement, 
Robert Rae, president of the Can¬ 
adian Bankers Association, said

principle on which the judgement 
is based is common to both coun-; 
tries. This is that government 
ownership pf commercial banking 
jeopardizes its present impartial¬ 
ity and potentially interferes with 
freedom of commerce. That prin¬ 
ciple applies equally in Canada. 
Once bank credit accomodation is 
made subject to steering or direc¬ 
tion based on political considera¬ 
tions of a party in power, or even 
opened to that possibility, freedom 
of commerce or of any kind of 
trade is beyond all effective guar¬ 
antee. Availability of bank credit 
does not. now depend even to the 
slightest degree on political creed 
or social doctrines. It never 
should. In Australia, too, there 
was a manifest fear of political 
intrusions into the money affairs 


of the private individual. This 
fear became so potent that the 
socialist government actually 
sought to allay it by writing a 
provision into the proposed legis¬ 
lation. My information is that it 
quite signally failed to reassure 
the heard-headed depositors and 
borrowers of Australia.”
